: The  interest  of -Hanfstaengl  in  the  Natl  Party'  dates  from  the  time  he  met 

Adolf  Hitler  during  the  year  1922.  As  a result  of  his  acquaintance  with  Hitler,  he 
eheltered  Hitler  in  his  home  after  the  unsuccessful  Putsch  of  1S23. • Thereafter,  he 
became  a close  personal  friend  of  Hitler,  and  in  1931  accepted  an  office  in  the  Nazi 
Party.  The  office  held  by  Hanfstaengl  can -best  be  described  as  that  of  Liaison  Officer 
between  the^L^tion al  Socialist  German  Workers*  Party  and  the  Foreign  Press.  While 
acting  in  tSe  Office,  he  made  frequent  visits  to  the  United  States.

■RE-ENTRY  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 


In  llarch,  1942,  the  Bureau  received  information  from  Ur.  «J..  Franklin  Carter, 
the  Columnist,  that  he  was  making  efforts  to  have  Kanfstaengl  released  by  the  British 
Authorities  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  him  to  the  United  States,  Ur.  Carter  related 
that  Kanfstaengl  ms  to  be  brought  to  the  United  States  and  placed  on  the  pay  roll  of 
the  organization  direoted  by  Colonel  AVI  Ilian  J.  Donovan,  Kanfstaengl  was  to  make  his 
knowledge  of  Nazi  Germany  available  to  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services  and  other 
branches  of  the  Government. 

Ur.  Carter  stated  that  the  entrance  of  Kanfstaengl  into  the  United  States 
had  been  approved  by  the  President,  and  that  the  3 tat 9 Department  had  requested  the 
British  BKibassy  to  arrange  for  the  release  of  Kanf staengl  by  the  British  Authorities 
in  Canada. 


Ur.  Carter  proposed  that  upon  his  arrival  in  the  United  states,  U&nfstaer.gl 
be  "paroled"  into  the  custody  of  the  F21  for  purposes  of  security.  This  proposal  ms 
not  approved,  and  it  is  understood  that  Kanf staengl  was  placed  1:1  the  custody  of 
Hr.  Carter. 

CURRENT  ACTIVITIES 


Approximately  three  months  ago  Kanf staengl  vas  reported  to  be  residing  on  a 
farm  located  about  fifteen  miles  south  of  Washington  1 D«  C.  on  the  Luray,  Virginia 
highway,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  is  presently  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington. 

It  has  been  ascertained  through  liaison  with  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services 
that  Kanfstaengl  is  not  on  the  pay  roll  of  that  Agency,  but  is  considered  by  them  as 
an  informant.  Officials  of  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services  have  advised  that 
Kanfstaengl  has  been  interviewed  from  time  to  time  for  information  in  his  possession, 
the  last  interview  having  been  conducted  approximately  November  20,  1945, 

On  November  27,  1943,  the  Newark  Field  Division  advised  that  Assistant  United 
States  Attorneys  Thorn  Lord  and  Dick  Hughes,  District  of  New  Jersey,  advised  that  they 
desired  to  subpoena  Kanfstaengl  as  a witness  in  the  trial  oonceming  the  German-^erican 
3und  for  violation  of  the  Registration  and  Conspiracy  Statutes,  provided  they  could 
determine  his  present  whereabouts.  i*r.  Lord  requested  that  the  Bureau  determine 
Kanfstaengl* s present  whereabouts,  in  order  that  a subpoena  may  be  issued.  Lord  was 

advised  that  information  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  Hsnf staengl  y/e.s  not  available  and  that 
the  Bureau  could  not  be  of  assistance  in  his  location.  Upon  being  so  advised,  Hr.  Lord 
stated  that  he  v/as  not  surprised  and  suspected  that  the  Bureau  probably  v/ould  prefer  not 
to  become  involved  in  anything  relating  to  Kanf staengl.  During  the  tele-hone  conver- 
sation in  which  he  made  this  statement,  Hr.  Lord  turned  to  Ur.  Hughes  who  was  apparently 
in  Hr.  Lord's  office  and  advised  him  that  the  Bureau  would  not  assist  in  the  location

On  the  afternoon  of  January  6th  at  about  5:30  P.  M.  Hr.  J.  yfran&lhffiarter 
called  at  my  office  and  atated  that  he  had  Just  completed  a conference  vftnVne 
president  and  that  the  President  had  Instructed  hi»  to  take  up  with  you  at  once  a 
natter  of  utmost  Ij^partance.  Carter  stated  that  the  President  had  Instructed  hi» 
to  request  your  * assistance’'  In  the  difficulties  which  were  confronting  him.

Carter  stated  that  Irnst  Put  si  Hanfstangl  Is  paroled  by  the  British  Govern 
ment  to  the  President  of  the  Chi  ted  States  and  assigned  by  the  President  to  the 
custody  of  Carter.  The  terms  of  the  undertaking  provide  that  the  American  Govern 
ment  has  the  responsibility  for  "secrecy  and  security".  Hanfstangl  is  presently 
maintained  in  a very  old  house , built  about  the  time  that  Mt.  Vernon  was  built; 
on  a heavily-vooded  estate  15  miles  fToai  Washington;  six  miles  from 

Alexandria;  near  the  "Franconia  Eoad" . Hanfstangl  him  been  maintained  at  this 
point  for  approximately  two  years  and  Carter  has  spent  considerable  money  in 
purchasing  electric  refrigeration;  shortwave  radios;  etc.  end  Installing  them  In 
the  house.  Par  a period  of  time  a Military  guard  consisting  of  a couple  of  men; 
were  assigned  by  the  War  Department  to  act  as  security  officers  In  guarding 
Hanfstangl.  Later,  the  Ver  Department  Investigated  and  approved  two  or  mere  ex- 
Army  men  who  were  ultimately  found  unsatisfactory  by  Carter  because  of  their 
constant  drunkenness.  Carter  has  hired  since  that  time  several  civilians, 
all  of  whom  proved  unsatisfactory  over  a period  of  time.  At  the  present  time 
Carter  has  an  ex-Arwy  oook  assigned  as  a chef  and  handyman  to  the  quarters  where 
Hanfstangl  is  maintained  but  he  does  not  have  security  officers,  and  accordingly 
when  he  discussed  this  situation  with  the  President,  he  says  the  President  in- 
structed him  to  call  upon  you  for  appropriate  aiKrairice.  < — . ^ —

• *Ve  have  had  setbacks  in  Tunisia/ but  Mr.  Roosevelt  has 
not  felt  called  upon  to  try  to  explain  them  away.  There  is  no 
demand  from  the  public  that  he  should.  Reverses  are  expected. 
The  President  warns  us  there  will  be  more.  He  cautions  us 
against  thinking  that  the  Russian  successes  mean  victory  is 
just  around  the  comer,  Some  are  still  -searching  for  » miracle 
that  will  br;ng  victory  the  easy  way.  Mr.  Roosevelt  holds  out 
no  auch  hope.  He  say*  we  have  no  Joshua  to  bring  down  the 
walla  of  Jericho  by  a trumpet  blast. 

It  is  necessary  that  President  Roosevelt  should  emphasize 
the  prospect  of  a long,  stubborn  war.  The  Xation  is  over- 
confident That  is  why  people  find  it  difficult  to  understand 
the  sudden  change  that  is  taking  place  aa  this  land  of-plenty 
becomes  overnight  a land  of  scarcity’.  Prom  now  on  the  house- 
wife will  find  it  a dally  struggle  to  get  her  groceries,  regard- 
less of  bow  much  money  ahe  has..  Already  the  need  for  auch 
drastic  restrictions  Is  being  questioned.  It  will  be  questioned 
\ so  long  as  the  country  is  overconfident  as  to  -the  war.  All  of 
^J1  Mr.  Roosevelt's  leadership  will  be  needed  to  convince  people

We  axe  in  a curious  stage  now— overconfident  about  the 
war  and  underconfident  about  the  peace.

The  policy  of  drift  and  delay  almost  lost  the  Revolutionary 
War  for  ua  It  almost  left  us  a divided  chain  of  colonies  to  be 
later  picked  off  by  predatory  European  powers.

Failure  of  the  Nations  to  unite  after  this  war  will  invite
